There seems to be some con­ 
fusion on the part of the public 
| as to 
the 
proper 
postage 
for 
j Christm as cards, when en< los**d 
in envelopes. Cards which bear no 
writing other than, “Merry Christ. - 
i m as”, “Christm as Greetings,’’ or 
¡some sim ilar phrase, in unsealed 
j envelopes, and addressed to any 
place in 1 lie United States, local 
or otherwise, require one and one- 
half cents postage each. Cards ir 
sealed envelopes require one cent 
when for delivery at the Coman- 


r>Uf> TVx«;f office, two c?nts when 
for delivery on a route out of the 
Comanche 
Office, 
three 
cents 
when for delivery at another of­ 
fice in the United States, and five 
cents for most foreign countries 
Envelopes that bear three cents 
postage a r e first class mail and 
may be forwarded to a new ad ­ 
dress, Envelopes that bear one and 
a half cents postage, if undeliver- 
able at the address given, arc 
treated as waste paper.
